RICH GAYER, POOR 
POORER AS PARIS 
GREETS YULETIDE 


{Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—The depreciated 

franc had a diametrically opposite ef- 
fect on the celebration of Christmas 
this year, inducing the wealthy and 
foreigners to greater festivities, but 
keeping the poor from the customary 
observance of the holiday. 
The de luxe restaurants, hotels, 
cabarets, and dance halls were 
jammed, with every table occupied, 
but the medium priced places were 
half empty. The boxes and orchestra 
seats in the theaters were occupied, 
but the galleries and balconies were 
not filled. 

The smartest restaurants charged 
700 francs [$30] for a midnight supper 
of fifteen courses from oysters to fruit. 
Champagne cost 200 francs [$8] a bot- 
tle, with a twenty-five per cent luxury 
tax on top, while a tip to the head 
waiter for a table, running from 200 
francs [$8] to 1,000 francs [$40], added 
to the cost. 

The theaters trebled and quadrupled 
the price of tickets, and the Mont- 
martre resorts for the first time in 
history applied a cover charge averag- 
ing 100 francs [$4] a plate. 

Ciro’s, Maxim's, the Café de Paris, 
the Ritz, and Claridge’s had elaborate- 
ly decorated dining rooms with ever- 
greens, mistletoe, and electric lights 
intertwined, and gave handsome covers 
to the guests. 

All places provided special features 
and entertainment. Charleston dancers

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BACTERIA IN RAW FRUITS. 
HE need of safeguarding raw vege- 
tables and fruit is attracting at- 
tention now, These foods have 
been accused of spreading typhoid 
fever. Careful investigation has shown 
that certain Asiatic diseases are getting 
footholds in the United States. Among 
these are those due to certain anima! 
parasites which may spread through 
the eating of raw vegetables and fruits. 
Asiatics are our best market garden- 
ers. There is an increasing tendency 
to make use of human waste for fer- 
tillzer purposes, since such use is,a part 
of the highly successful method. All of 
these considerations bd R. G. Mills and 
his associates to investigate the subject 
of bacteria, parasites, and eggy of para- 
sites in vegetables and ripe fruits; also 
methods of sterilizing these foods, 


ae 

Some of ‘their conclusions are as fol- 
lows: 

Normal, uninjured vegetables and 
fruits do not contain living bacteria or 
animal parasites within their tissues. 

Carbon particles, the size of bacteria 
and of worm eggs, when placed on the 
surface of fruits and vegetables, have 
no power to penetrate. 

Bacteria do not penetrate the stems 
of fruits and vegetables. When bacteria 
are placed on the surface of fruits and 
vegetables they frequently penetrate 
through decayed spots and cut ends and 
other cuts, 

Bacteria will remain alive and active 
on the surface of fruits and vegetables 
under market conditions for 15 days or 
more. 

Bacteria that have gotten into the 
tissues of these foods remain alive from 
7 to 42 days under market conditions. 

~~ 

Dipping fruits and vegetables in chlo- 
rine water is effective in killing bacteria, 
but not in killing eggs of worms nor 
encysted worms. Dipping in alcohol does 
no good. Neither does dipping in a so- 
lution of permanganate of potash. Pour- 
ing alcohol on them and burning it off 
does no good, Neither does dipping them 
in boiling water. Holding them 10 sec- 
onds in water heated fo 176 F. ts ef- 
fective, provided the water and the 
dipped food is at a temperature of 176 
at the end of the period.

| moderate amount of danger in eating 
| raw vegetables and fruits. In eating

Church to House Bones of 
Children’s Poet. 


Graceland cemetery is to lose an tm- 
mortal. The bones of Eugene Field. 
the great children’s poet, which have 
been lying in an unpretentious grave 
there for thirty years, are to be re- 
moved at last to a tomb of solemn 
splendor in the cloistered atmosphere 
of an Episcopal church. 

This was announced at the services 
last midnight at the Episcopa] church 
of the Holy Comforter, located among 
the evergreens in the center of Kenil- 
worth. The announcement was made 
by the Rev. Leland Hobart Danforth, 
the rector, who said the family of the 
creator of Little Boy Blue had con- 
sented to the removal of the poet’s 
remains to the tomb in the church. 

Only a small headstone has marked 
the grave in Graceland. Steps for the 
removal have already been ‘taken, the 
Rev. Mr. Danforth announced, and it 
will be done within a few days.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 44.—{Spe

Mr. Wilbur also 
pointed out that the figures showed 
that for every fata] accident naval fly- 
ers had flown a distance equal to seven 
times around the world.
